Ford said the electrical workers 
in iheir demands asked that no dis­ 
crimination be shown against union 
.lien on account of their affiliations 
with the union and that men dis­ 
charged or tiansferred to undesir­ 
able positions be reinstated.

workers, 
Ford 
pointed out, are agreeable to the 
organization 
of 
a 
board, whose 
membership is to be made up of an 
equal number of representatives of 
the men and employers, and also 
favor the appointment of a disinter­ 
ested party to act with the board, 
if the appointment is made by eith­ 
er President Wilson or Secretary 
of Labor Wilson . When the par­ 
ties to a disagreement in any com­ 
munity fail to adjust their differ­ 
ences, Ford said, they may appeal 
to the board for final decision.

Forty-one bodies have been iden­ 
tified and thirty-seven remain uni­ 
dentified . The company’s injured 
list is not complete, and it is cer­ 
tain the number of

reach about forty. 
Borne of the first bodies brought 
from the tunnel were burning when 
they reached the surface . Clothes 
had been burned away 
and 
the 
flesh was roasting from the intense 
beat. At 10:30 o’clock the compan\ 
officials announced 71 dead and 35 
were at the hospitals. It was stated 
that the death list will increase. 
Company employes state that there 
is a pull of 186,000 cubic feet cif air

Many long months have passed since the confer 


enc** began its sessions and yet no crash has come, although many 


persons pointed out again and again with great particularity that the 


crash was bound to come unless this, that, or the oiher thing were 


done at once. 
The peace conference did not seem to think so and 


pursued its own course, and the results have shown that it knew more 


than its critics. 


In view of this there is little ground for the assumption that the 


peace conference has allowed the Germans to jockey it into a position 


where all that Germany has to do in order to escape her just penalties 


is to refuse to sign the treaty. 
That would be a manifestation cf 


incompetence on the part of the conference which would be entirely 


< ut of keeping with its past record. 
A much more reasonable theory 


is that the conference is well prepared to deal with any eventuality 


find that it has a well thought out program of action in ease G e rm a n y 


refuses to sign.
